The Senate Foreign Relations Subcommittee on Dis- 
armament plans to hold several days of hearings in the conting 
months for the purpose of examining more closely the relation- 
ship of arms control problems to over-all foreign and defense 
policies. It is in this connection that I would like to invite 
you to testify before the Subcommittee in public session at 
10:00 a.m. on Thursday, January 15, 1959.

Your study of Soviet nuclear policy and military 
strategy makes you a particularly valuable witness. You would 
be at liberty to discuss and present your various ideas in this 
general field. However, to show you some of the interests of 
the Subcommittee I am attaching a list of questions on which I 
hope it would be possible to receive your views. If you wish to 
present a brief prepared statement covering points you wish to 
emphasize this would also be helpful.
